small structures built in residen- 
tial yards — cannot be used for 
living, sleeping, eating or 
cooking. 

Kitchens and toilets will not be 
permitted in the units, although 
sinks, bathtubs and showers will 
be allowed. 

The ordinance states that ac- 
cessory buildings cannot occupy 
more than 30 percent of the rear 
yard in a residential district, that 
the maximum height for such 
buildings is 12 feet, and that no 
accessory building can be con- 
structed in a front or side yard.

RICHMOND —An EI! Cerrito 
woman accused of prostituting 
her 12-year-old daughter and 
9-year-old son for drugs and 
money was arraigned last Thurs- 
day and is being held without bail 
pending a hearing today. 

Katherine Hubert, 28, was 
charged with 19 counts of making 
her children available for lewd 
and lascivious acts and one count 
of furnishing narcotics to minors. 

“The boy reported having sex 
with 20 women and his sister 
reported performing sex acts with 
some 60 males,’’ said Lt. Ray 
Howard of the Richmond police. 

“The children also reported 
having been drugged repeatedly 
over the period by their mother in 
an apparent attempt to desensitize 
them to what was occurring.”’ 

According to Howard, the 
drugs involved in the transactions 
and used on the children included 


cocaine, marijuana, alcohol, 
methamphetamines, and an 
unidentified sleeping pill. 

A $25,000 warrant has been 


issued for Ron Conley, 33, of San 
Pablo. Conley allegedly threaten- 
ed the boy with a baseball bat 
when for trying to prevent Conley 
from having sex with the boy’s 
sister. 

Police began investigating 
Hubert last May on suspicion of 
child molestation.

Kensington 
joins second 
unit debate

KENSINGTON — Despite the 
Bay Area’s housing shortage and 
a state bill that urges develop- 
ment, residents in this hillside 
district hope to prohibit building 
secondary units. 

The Kensington Improvement 
Club, which acts as a planning 
committee for the unincorporated 
district, plans to present informa- 
tion to Contra Costa County this 
week. 

The club intends to show that 
Kensington’s lot sizes, parking 
problems and sewer system can- 
not support any more residents. 

Bob Hansen, zoning commis- 
sioner for the club, said that the 
county is usually reluctant to 
grant such exemptions. But he 
said the data should prove that 
Kensington is already 
overcrowded. 

“Tt’s overloaded,’’ he said. 
Emergency vehicles have enough 
difficulty maneuvering the nar- 
row, winding streets, he said. 

“Adding more and more peo- 
ple increases the hazard.’’ 

The privately-owned and run 
Improvement Club represents 
Kensington residents on zoning, 
building and maintenance issues. 

The club is applying for an ex- 
emption from a county ordinance 
that allows residents in single- 
family zoned areas to build 
separate apartments onto their 
houses. 

The ordinance was a response, 
in part, to a state bill that en- 
courages counties and cities to 
permit second units. 

The ‘‘Mello bill’? was passed in 
1982 during a state-wide housing 
crunch.

County may allow prisoners to serve time in their

The Contra Costa County 
Board of Supervisors voted 
recently to let the county sheriff 
try out a plan that would allow 
some prisoners to serve their 
sentences at home under elec- 
tronic surveillance. 

The board unanimously ap- 
proved a pilot project for the use 
of computer technology to 
monitor 20 minimum security in- 
mates or low-cost offenders who 
would stay home instead of serv- 
ing their terms in jail. 

The prisoners will wear non- 
removable transmitter bracelets 
24 hours a day. A monitoring 
device attached to the prisoner’s 
telephone will pick up signals 
from the transmitter bracelet and 
send them over phone lines to a 
computer in the sheriff’s office. 

If the computer unit indicates 
the prisoner is not at home, 
sheriff’s staff will try to locate 
him by telephone. 

Offenders would be allowed to 
leave their homes only for ap- 


proved activities, such as work, 
school or counseling programs. 

The electronic surveillance pro- 
gram is one of several alternative 
custody arrangements the county 
is using to relieve crowding at 
county jail facilities, said Sheriff 
Richard Rainey.

“There is a real serious need 
for housing,’’ said Jose 
Rodriguez, assistant director of 
public affairs for the Association 
of Bay Area Governments. 

ABAG studied Kensington’s 
housing needs together with El 
Cerrito’s, and found that they 
were ‘‘on the low range’’ for Bay 
Area communities, Rodriguez 
said.

“Pm hard-pressed to understand why this is 
even an issue,’’ Nemura said. ‘“‘We’ve got actions 
going on in San Francisco, Monterey, Palo Alto 
and Contra Costa. These are like fires going on 
all over the state. I just don’t know what it’s go- 
ing to achieve.” 

But when Mayor Siri proposed an ordinance 
banning foam fast food containers at the Jan. 17 
city council meeting, few councilmembers sup- 
ported her. 

After hearing a presentation from Siri and a 
counter-presentation from Rick Derr, a represen- 
tative of Handi-Kup, a manufacturer of 
polystyrene cups, the council requested that the 
matter be studied further. 


“T can’t believe they didn’t pass it,’’ Siri said. . 


“I introduced it and they showed no enthusiasm 
at all.” 
Arguments on the other side 


Dennis Nemura, also vice president and 
general manager of Handi-Kup, said he is 
dismayed that a ban is even being considered.” 

‘““Why is the Mayor of El Cerrito so convinced 
that this is an issue when it isn’t?’’ he asked. 
“The answer is to work with (the) in- 
dustry — don’t ban products.”’ 

Polystyrene packaging is a versatile, cheap to 
manufacture product that is about one-third the 
weight of comparable paper products, Nemura 
said. 

Cups made of polystyrene (not Styrofoam, 
which is a trademarked brand of insulation 
material) account for about one of every three 
disposable cups manufactured, some 28 billion 
foam cups in all. 

Foam cups cost about half as much as their 
paper counterparts. The $500 million spent on 
foam cups each year would double if consumers 
were forced to return to paper cups, Nemura 
said. 

He cited figures from an Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency breakdown of the municipal solid 
waste stream that showed that polystyrene fast 
food containers account for just .26 percent of

the typical landfill, with other plastics making up 
6.94 percent. 

Paper and paperboard, meanwhile, make up 
37.1 percent and biodegradable waste as a whole 
(paper, wood, yard waste, food waste and other 
organic refuse) account for almost 70 percent, he 
said. 

“Tf 70 percent of our municipal waste stream 
is biodegradable, how come we have a landfill 
crisis?”’ 

Of polystyrene, Nemura said, ‘‘I don’t think 
there’s anything wrong with not being 
biodegradable.”’ 

Like aluminum, glass, tin and paper, ‘‘Plastics 
are completely recyclable,’’ Nemura said. ‘‘The 
reason these products are not recycled now is 
that there is no infrastructure set up to: recycle 
them.”’ 

Polystyrene foam recycling facilities recently 
have been established in Massachusetts and 
Oregon, and Nemura predicted the recycling end 
of the industry will continue to grow. 


The environment 


Perhaps the most publicized aspect of the 
foam container issue is the concern surrounding 
chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) which scientists 
suspect are causing the depletion of the ozone 
layer. The ozone shields the planet from the 
sun’s cancer-causing ultra violet rays. 

At one time, CFCs could be found in about 30 
percent of polystyrene products. Abby Ruskey, 
an aide to Berkeley Councilmember Nancy Skin- 
ner, said, ‘‘The origin of our (fast food container 
ordinance) came out of concern for the ozone 
layer.”’ 

According to Nemura, everyone in the food 
service industry agreed to stop purchasing 
materials with CFCs Jan. 1.

At most, say experts, foam containers ac- 
counted for only about 2 percent of all CFC 
emissions in the United States. (Automobile air 
conditioners account for the largest share, 20 
percent.) 

Even if they did eliminate chlorofluorocarbons 
in polystyrene products nationally, said Diane 
Fisher of the Environmental Defense Fund, “‘it 
probably wouldn’t have a big impact on CFCs as 
a whole.” 

Fisher said her group’s biggest concern is the 
presence of polystyrene in the waste stream. ‘‘We 
are not aware of a recycling center that takes it,”’ 
she said. ‘‘Currently, recycling is just not an 
option.”’ 

Ruskey said that by January of 1990, 
Berkeley’s ordinance will extend to cover foam 
containers at all prepared food outlets. To avoid 
the proliferation of paper litter when that ban 
goes into effect, food merchants will be required 
to have recycling bins on site. 

Health concerns 


Siri said an article she read caused her to push 
for a restriction on styrene. 

A group of researchers at MIT claim that 
traces of styrene can now be detected in the fat 
tissue of most Americans, she said. 

According to a report issued by the resear- 
chers, styrene can be carcinogenic and mutogenic 
even at very low levels, Siri said. 

“Tt makes you want to go and have your fat 
sucked out.’’ 

The Journal was unable to obtain a copy of the 
report at press time. 

“That is really far-fetched,’’ Nemura respond- 
ed. “‘I would certainly like to see a copy of (the 
report).”’ 

Styrene, which is made from a by-product of 
gasoline refining, is primarily hydrogen and 
carbon. 

““When you burn it, it burns to carbon dioxide 
and water,’’ said Nemura. ‘‘I am hard pressed to 
believe that a product approved by the FDA 
would have any improprieties. If I was doing 
something that was environmentally unsound I 
wouldn’t be in this business.”’ 

The next round 

The city council has upcoming budget hearings 
and interviews for a new city manager, so it is 
likely to be another month before Siri rein- 
troduces her proposal. 

The debate in Berkeley over a foam container 
ordinance waged for more than nine months 
before it was approved in June of last year. 

Siri said she hopes the council will be more 
receptive when she puts the motion before them. 

“T can never predict them. They’re a very 
strange council at this point,’’ she said. 

Siri said she plans to come with more ammuni- 
tion when the measure is debated. She added, 
however, ‘‘I don’t know why I need any more, 
because it’s so obvious. Convenience often 
outweighs common sense.”

Whatever style of wedding and clothing she chooses, today’s bride is linked to 
the traditions and customs of the past. Some of their origins have been lost to 
history; others we can trace. 


Engagement Rings 

Rings have long been used to symbolize both engagement and marriage. Engage- 
ment and wedding rings were first worn by ancient Romans. The earliest “pledge” 
of betrothal rings were made of braided grass. Later such rings were fashioned from 
leather, carved stone and crude metals. Italians incorporated diamonds—to signify 
endurance—into engagement rings during the Middle Ages. 

Wedding Rings 

Since the time of the early Egyptians, wedding rings have been used to sym- 
bolize a union of unending love. Primitive brides wore rings made of rushes of 
hemp, a fact which necessitated their regular replacement. Iron rings were favored 
by early Romans. The traditional band of gold has long replaced its forerunners. 

Third Finger, Left Hand 

Perhaps you’ve been told that the vein of the left hand runs directly to the heart. 
If so, your bridal belief matched those of the ancients. A more formal reason for 
this tradition dates back four centuries when The English Prayer Book of 1549 
specified the ring placement on the left hand for both bride and groom. English- 
speaking people have since followed this practice. 

Bridal Veils 

Veils, a sign of youth and innocence, have long been worn—but not always in 
white. Greeks and Roman brides favored flame-colored veils, while early Christian 
brides wore white or purple. Bridal veils became popular in Great Britain and this 
country in the late 1700's. 

Nelly Custis is attributed with originating this fashion in this country when she 
wore a lengthy scaft pinned to her hair at her wedding to George Washington’s aide. 

White Gown s 

The bride who wears white follow an early Roman practice; Romans considered 
white the symbol of purity. While the trends of the times have brought unusual 
wedding attire—witness the late 60’s and early 70’s—today’s bride is more likely 
to answer the call of tradition in her long white gown of satin and lace. 

Flowers 

Though Ancient Roman brides carried bunches of herbs—symbols of fertility 
and fidelity—today’s bride carries flowers. Favored bridal bouquets depend on the 
season, but generally include orchids, stephanotic, lilies of the valley, gardenias and 
freesia along with roses, the flowers of love. The bride’s custom of tossing her bou- 
quet to unmarried female guests supposedly started in France in the 1300's. 

Wedding Cakes 

The tiered wedding cake we know today dates back to England, when the bridal 
couples of the Middle Ages kissed over a pile of small cakes. Sometime later such 
cakes were incorporated into one large cake. The ancient Romans would indeed 
be surprised, for their “cake” was a thin loaf of bread, which was broken over the 
bride’s head at the end of the ceremony. 

Honeymoon 

Among the Teutons of Northern Europe, newly-married couples drank a honey 
drink—mead or metheglin—for 30 days after their wedding, or until the moon had 
completed its phases. The period of seclusion or privacy, though much shorter as 
centuries passed, adopted the name of honeymoon. 

While a look at the wedding customs of the past offers information and some 
amusement, the only wedding of significance is your wedding, the wedding. 
Whatever you do, while it may be linked to the past, is yours alone. This is your 
day to create your own traditions, to celebrate your love in a ceremony of your 
own choosing. It is a day to make memories that will make your day special. May 
you live happily ever after,
